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Sail On Herman Melville

"Thar she blows ..." bellowed actor Stephen 
Collins as he inhabited the very soul of Herman Melville 
during his one-man performance of "Sailing Towards My 
Father" at the Mattapoisett Library on January 6. 

A packed house witnessed the talent of Collins 
as he not only uttered the lines written by Carl A. Rossi, 
a Pittsfield writer whose works Collins has performed 
over the years, but for those sixty-five minutes, became 
Melville. 

Rossi's piece takes you on a journey of 
exploration diving into the core essence of a writer who 
has become synonymous with American literature despite 
Melville's shunning of what was then a blossoming new 
style of writing - an American style. 

As Collins spoke, we learned how stark Melville's 
early years were - the poverty, the longing to be loved 
by his mother, and the restless spirit he displayed at an 
early age. Collins, through dialog that Rossi fine tunes to 
the point of having the audience believe Melville spoke 
them himself, takes those words and makes them feel 
real. Writer and performer united in their quest to bring 
Melville to life. 

Throughout the performance, Rossi's words 
give us a very clear picture of Melville's character, his 
struggle to find a place he could own in the world, and 
successfully provide for the needs of his family. Alas, we 
learn he failed more then he succeeded. 

After a stint working as a record keeper in 
Manhattan, Melville boards the whale ship Acushnet for 
an adventure that would forever define him. Yet, after 
returning and writing a very profitable book based on 
that trip titled Typee , all subsequent efforts, including 
the eventually well-received Moby Dick , were in a word, 
failures. 

Collins showed the audience that troubled man.

He gasped for air, expressed outrage at being kicked aside 
by Nathaniel Hawthorne to whom he paid homage by 
dedicating Moby Dick to him, sucked in air as if drowning 
in despair, and then, tenderly understanding the neurotics 
in his own family, Collins bled before his audience in 
imagined ways. 

Using only his body, his voice, and a low plain 
wooden bench, Collins travelled from New Bedford to 
Hawaii, visited strange ports-of-call where the natives 
dined on human flesh, and chased whales, taking 
a Nantucket sleigh ride before tearing into the sea 
mammals to harvest the precious oil. 

Rossi, with Collins at the verbal helm, described 
the true horror of those mighty ships of commerce and 
the type of human beings or what human beings became 
through the effort of gathering spermaceti.

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soundtrack that floated across the tides of his voice, the 
sound of the ocean itself in its endless ebb and flow. 

As the performance drew to a close, it was clear 
that Collins had given it his all; he appeared as exhausted 
as the character himself was at the end of his life. 

Rossi calls the play a "dramatic poem." Collins 
gave the audience just that. 

During the question and answer period following 
the performance Collins said that he performs primarily 
at residential retirement communities and senior centers. 
He explained that, since he is not a card-carrying member 
of an actors' union, he can't be booked into many theater 
venues. But he has no regrets and enjoys the path he 
has taken which also allows him the ability to teach his 
favorite topic, the works of 19th century authors. 

Collins' appearance was sponsored by the 
Mattapoisett Library Trustees.

position as an energy leader in Massachusetts, poised to 
reduce its energy costs, improve the local environment 
and implement energy efficiency and renewable energy 
projects with funding through the Green Communities 
Designation and Grant Program," Nicholas Connors 
Director of the Green Communities Division wrote in his 
letter to Selectman Hills. 

Marion's Energy Management Committee (EMC) 
has led the town's effort to gain Green Community status 
since 2013 and 2014 when it promoted the Solar Bylaw 
and began to investigate the Stretch Code. More than 100 
solar projects have been installed in town since that time. 

With the help of the EMC, the town has also 
executed a power purchase agreement with Future 
Generation Wind to net meter electric power to town 
buildings and facilities at savings in excess of $90,000 per 
year. 

In addition, the town was able to lease four 
electric vehicles for the use of town departments 
with help from the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection. 

Currently EMC has proposed and overseen the 
replacement of all of the town's cobra-head streetlights 
with more efficient LED fixtures for additional energy 
savings. 

With the new Green Community designation, 
the town has been awarded a grant of $132,672 to cover 
the cost of additional energy-saving projects. A list of 
the proposed projects is presently being developed for 
submission to the Green Communities Division.

village district, restrictions for the arched stone bridge, 
and bidding for the construction project affectionately 
known as the bikeway Phase IB. 

Present to give a status report on the fire 
department building project was committee chairman 
Mike Hickey, whose 40-plus years in engineering made 
him the ideal volunteer to shoulder this massive project, 
according to Selectman Jordan Collyer who is also a 
committee member. 

Hickey said that the Fire Department Building 
Committee had been charged with finding the best 
firms to bring onboard to handle project management 
and design.

evaluation of those companies vying for the contracts, 
the committee selected Vertex of Weymouth for 
project management, and Contex of Boston for design 
development. 

Continuing with his update, Hickey said that 
Contex had over 30 years of experience in the design of 
public safety structures and in that time had worked on 56 
such buildings. 

Hickey went on to say that each firm would 
present total construction estimates to the town in 
advance of Town Meeting. He said that the committee 
is working towards providing the community with a 
full package of details, including the cost estimates, 
and that there would be a public hearing in advance of 
Town Meeting to give the public the opportunity to ask 
questions, vet concerns, and offer feedback. 

The first phase of the project will also include 
a conceptual design based on the needs that have been 
expressed by Fire Chief Andrew Murray in a new 
building. Subsequent phases will include schematic 
design from which firm cost estimates may be developed. 

"We want a building that will be easy to maintain, 
durable, and nothing fancy/' Hickey said. 

Collyer said that although the public will see 
activity at the planned site adjacent to the police station, 
that work will be to study soils, survey the property, and 
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prepare contours for storm water management plans. 

"Construction is not beginning," Collyer 
emphasized. 

"Its better to know now what's underground," 
Hickey said of the geo-technical processes. 

Of the $260,000 that Town Meeting voters 
approved for the selection of the project management and 
design firms, "they have spent less then half," Collyer 
shared. 

Cost estimates should be completed by the end of 
March or in early April, Hickey said. 

In his report. Town Administrator Mike Gagne 
said that roadway improvement currently being reviewed 
at the state level for Main Street, Beacon Street, Water 
Street, and Marion Road are scheduled to be on the 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation (D.O.T.) 

T.I.R list for fiscal year 2021. 

Presently, Mass D.O.T. is reviewing the 10-percent 
complete engineered plans submitted by the town. 
Selectman Paul Silva asked about the parking design 
planned for the area in front of the Inn at Shipyard Park 
and the park itself. Gagne said that current options 
include parking on the north side of Water Street that is 
sufficient to satisfy Mass D.O.T., as well as some short¬ 
term parking on the south side. 

Silva inquired as to the status of Mass D.O.T.

"It might be a pretty good-sized warrant," 
Szyndlar said, so she will be looking into also reserving 
Tuesday, May 21, as a spillover date. 

The board voted to open the warrant that 
evening, and set March 15 at 4:00 pm as the deadline for 
article submissions. 


In other matters, the continued dog nuisance 
public hearing for Liberal Teixeira will be held on 
January 14 when the board will render its final decision 
on the matter.

Selectmen Ready to Talk T.U.R.F. 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
advised the Board of Selectmen on January 8 to plan on 
attending the upcoming Old Rochester Regional School 
Committee meeting next week when the committee will 
discuss the ORR High School athletic complex renovation 
project proposal it will support advancing into the new 
year. 

"I think it's important that we be well represented 
... to at least present the municipal side of this and 
what that all means and how that might play out," said 
Dawson. 

Dawson encouraged all three selectmen to join 
him for the meeting, saying that selectmen, the town 
administrators, and some Finance Committee members 
from Marion, Mattapoisett, and Rochester will all be 
attending to discuss the implications of the proposal, "... 
Whatever their proposal may be," Dawson. 

"I think there is a movement to move it to the 
spring Town Meeting," suggested Dawson. 

The ORR School Committee meeting is scheduled 
for January 16 at 6:30 pm in the ORR Junior High School 
media room. 

In other matters, Dawson gave the selectmen 
an update on the building of the Town's fiscal year 
2019 budget, saying the process is well underway after 
a meeting last week with department heads to discuss 
operating budgets and capital requests. There are a 
number of subsequent meetings for this and next week 
scheduled already to prepare a balanced budget to 
present to the Finance Committee. 

"We hope to be able to have a budget ready to 
send off to the Finance Committee as soon as possible," 
said Dawson. "I hope that we'll be able to have some 
recommendations for the board at its next meeting ... 
unless we run into anything unpredictable at this point." 

The board tabled the discussion of the citizen 
petition to ban adult-use recreational cannabis in Marion. 
According to Dawson, he still needs to review the article 
language with the petitioner in order to get the article into 
the proper format. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for January 22 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House.

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Rumors Prompt Info Session 
on Pending 40R Housing 

Joint meeting of the Rochester Board of Selectmen and Planning Board

Town officials and residents of Rochester got 
acquainted on January 3 with the proposal for a 208-unit 
residential development on Cranberry Highway classified 
as a Chapter 40R high-density zoning development that 
would mix residential and commercial and set aside 20 
percent of its units to affordable housing. 

Developer Ken Steen has built similar projects 
with affordable housing components in multiple locations 
totaling about 1,200 units, including the 96-unit 40B 
Marion Village estates and Sippican Woods in Marion. 

The joint meeting between the Rochester Board 
of Selectmen and the Planning Board was "informational 
only," Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar told a 
room packed with concerned citizens and some town 
employees eager to learn what impacts on municipal 
services the development would create for the town as it 
brings the potential to add somewhere close to 500 more 
residents to the population of roughly 5,500 in Rochester. 

"Rumors had already started, so we wanted to 
get this meeting going sooner rather than later," Szyndlar 
said. 

Steen was joined by Attorney Paul Haverty, 


consultant Judy Barrett from Barrett Planning Group, and 
a representative from A.D. Makepeace who is the current 
owner of the property located near the corner of Routes 58 
and 28. 

Haverty explained that Chapter 40R was created 
to encourage municipalities to produce affordable 
housing, "but to do it in a way that is actually compatible 
with their zoning and their goals and how they want 
to address development within the town. It encourages 
mixed use," Haverty said, and it encourages siting this 
type of development in specific locations close to rapid 
transit, areas of concentrated commercial development, 
and properties ideal for high-density single-, two-, three-, 
and multi-family residential zoning. 

This type of zoning needs a two-thirds majority 
Town Meeting approval in the form of what is called 
a Smart Growth Overlay District zoning bylaw to 
accommodate the project, which, Haverty said comes with 
some compensatory financial benefits to the town. 

"That's one of the nice things about a Chapter 
40R development for municipalities as compared to 
something like a Chapter 40B development in which there 
is no input," said Haverty. "Town residents don't get the 
opportunity to take a vote on it (with a 40B); it's simply 
the applicant chooses the parcel they want to develop ... 
and then they file an application with the Zoning Board of

Under a Smart Growth Overlay District, the 
project would proceed through a Site Plan review with the 
Planning Board, which allows the town to maintain some 
oversight over its own regulations pertaining to building 
requirements, drainage, and traffic flow among other 
things, unlike a 40B. 

"This (40R) is a much more inclusive process," 
Haverty said. "It's one that the town has a much more 
significant role in the plan than you would under a 
Chapter 40B." 

A 40R requires the developer to designate rental 
units for affordable housing, either by setting aside 20

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percent of the units offered to citizens in the 50 percent 
area median income range or by designating 25 percent 
of the units to those falling in the 80 percent area median 
income bracket, a policy set by the Massachusetts 
Department of Housing and Community Development. 

According to Steen, he would be applying with 
the state to offer the 25 percent to an 80 percent median 
income population. 

Steen said Rochester, which so far only has 
eight affordable housing units and hasn't met the state's 
required 10 percent affordable housing minimum, would 
add 52 more affordable housing, which would bring 
Rochester 29 units above that 10 percent mark - a plus, 
said Steen, because it would prevent other potentially less 
desired 40B developments from being built in locations 
Steen said might not be as favorable. 

The project would bring some financial assistance 
to the town to help offset costs associated with the 
increased demand on services, particularly the school 
district and police and fire. For the 208 units, Rochester 
would receive a one-time payment of $350,000, an 
additional "density bonus" of $3,000 per bonus unit, plus 
one-time permitting fees, all totaling $1.1 million. 

Steen said under Chapter 40S, the town might 
also be eligible for further funding for the exclusive use of 
education if the cost of the increased demand on services 


exceeds the one-time financial incentive payments and tax 
revenue generated from the project. 

Steen's consultant Judy Barrett has performed a 
preliminary financial impact study estimating an annual 
revenue increase of $117,000 in excise taxes; $282,000 
in residential property taxes; $100,000 in commercial 
property tax; offset by expenses estimated at $27,000 for 
police; $60,000 for fire; $5,000 for "other departments;" 
and $138,000 for education - roughly a net annual positive 
of $267,872 to the town. A formal impact study would be 
completed before the Annual Town Meeting when the 
zoning bylaw would be presented for a vote. 

Barrett said, although she doesn't yet know the 
exact numbers, "Whatever that ratio is ... I've gone back 
and looked at what actually happened with some of the 
projects I've studied ... and what I often hear from the fire 
and police folks is, 'You know, you're absolutely right on 
with the revenue.'" 

Steen described the specs for the development 
that would feature several 50-52-foot high four-story 
buildings, a workout room, community center, outdoor 
pool, and its own wastewater treatment facility. Units 
would be connected to Wareham's municipal water 
supply. 

Affordable rental units would be offered at 
around $1,350 and the market rate units at $1,800-$1,900,

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depending on the rate set by the state. 

A resident asked Steen if this time in Rochester he 
would "do a better job" than in Marion, to which Steen 
replied, "With all due respect, I think we've done a nice 
job in Marion. But this is a very different animal, these 
buildings are very different than what those buildings are, 
and it's a different use, if you will. 

Another advantage of a 40R over a 40B, Haverty 
said, is that the town could include in its Smart Growth 
Overlay District Bylaw a provision that Rochester 
residents receive a preferred status when units are 
available and dibs on 70 percent of the units, subject to 
state approval. 

"But they can impose that," said Haverty. 
Rochester residents would be entered into a separate 
lottery for those units earmarked for local preference. 

When asked if A.D. Makepeace would move 
forward with a 40B should Town Meeting reject the 
overlay district bylaw, the representative replied, 

"We've rejected four other proposals to date because 
our company approach is to try to work with the town 
as opposed to a more corporate approach of jamming 
a project. ... Ultimately, we think what we're bringing 
you with Ken and his family is a locally controlled local 
option - housing option that gets you your 40B number, 
protects you against the next census for 40B, and you get 
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to participate in what project you get as opposed to the 
alternative." 

Still, when asked to clarify, he responded, "At 
some point something has to happen. ... We think what 
we are bringing you here ... is a local family doing 
something with the town as opposed to a national group 
that comes in with a template, outlast your ZB A, and gets 
what they want. And at the end of the day, our reputation 
would be to side with the town as opposed to a group of 
people you would never meet." 

Although he would not specify a "this or that" 
scenario, the representative said, "But the reality is, 
eventually something has to happen."

And should the 40R fall through and a 40B enter 
the town, Haverty said, "It might be a parcel that is not as 
well situated that has much greater impacts on abutting 
residential uses than this one." 

Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson said 
the Planning Board would begin to review other model 
district bylaws in the coming weeks to begin the process 
of crafting an article for May. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey said, in order for the 
application to head to the state for step 1 in the process, 
the Board of Selectmen and Planning Board would need 
to vote in support of the application, although it would 
not be a vote for final approval. But in the end, Bailey 
stated, "The final say is Town Meeting." 

Snow Pleads for Planning Board Relief 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

On January 7, the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
heard from local builder Scott Snow as he sought "relief 
from the Planning Board" for his application for a public 
hearing for a Form C Definitive Subdivision Plan. 

During the December 17 hearing, engineer 
Richard Rheaume of Prime Engineering had laid out an 
outline of the proposed project. However, his presentation 
lacked several critical elements making it impossible for 



















the Planning Board to fully vet the project. Rheaume 
assured the board members that if the application was 
continued, all necessary components of the subdivision 
proposal would be made available in a timely manner. 
That did not come to pass. 

Now Snow sat before the Planning Board and 
pleaded with them to give him relief saying, "I'm just 
a builder ... a family man. ... This small project has 
escalated," said Snow. "Things keep getting worse. ... I 
need a little relief." 

Snow explained that his projects were high-end 
structures selling for $750,000 and that he prided himself 
on doing things the right way, but that this project, which 
had grown over the past several months, was proving 
difficult. 

Snow said a delay in decision making on the 
part of the Planning Board would cost him upwards of 
$45,000, while the Planning Board members countered 
that he had not provided a plan that could be voted on. 

Snow said that plans were in the pipeline, but not 
quite done yet, and that if the Planning Board could see 
its way clear to advance the project before a completed 
peer review process by G.A.F. Engineering, that would 
work better for him. 

"I'm trying to find a way around the timeframe," 
Snow said. 



Chairman Tom Tucker said there were procedures 
in place that the Planning Board was bound to uphold, 
then offered Snow two choices - either ask the board 
to deny the project without prejudice withdrawing it 
completely and re-filing at a later date, or continue the 
hearing until February 4 with the agreement that full 
plans of record would be provided to the members two 
weeks prior to the new hearing date granting them 
sufficient time for review. 

There was 30 minutes of debating the pros 
and cons of both options before Snow agreed to the 
continuance.

The large open farmland on Marion Road once 
slated for a farmers market and cafe will likely be lined 
with solar arrays and enclosed by a wooden stockade 
fence come this time next year. 

Craig Canning, owner of Rochester Farms, had 
Rochester Planning Board and Zoning Board of Appeals 
approval to construct a relatively large-scale retail farmers 
market with cafe back in 2017. The Cutlers across the 
road, however, were against the project from the start, 
appealing both boards' approval in court and eventually 
settling with Canning who withdrew his approved 
applications without prejudice. 

The Cutlers once commented during a public 
hearing that they would prefer to see a stockade fence 
than a farmers market - their wish may soon be granted. 

Canning had alluded to the possibility of a solar 
array field after the prior project was quelled. On January 
8, engineer Bob Rogers was before the Rochester Planning 
Board with an Approval Not Required application to 
carve 2.83 acres from the 60-acre property to convey 
to an abutter, and board Chairman Arnie Johnson said 
Rochester Farms would be at the next meeting for an 
informal discussion on a large-scale solar array project. 

The public hearing for Decas Real Estate, 15 
Cranberry Highway, for a Site Plan Review application 
to redevelop the existing building to accommodate 
Countryside Daycare was continued until January 22. 

The public hearing for the 22-duplex age- 
restricted residential development beside Plumb Corner 
Mall on Rounseville Road was continued until February 
26 at the request of the applicant, REpurpose Properties, 
LLC.

One possibility is to split the position into two 
assistant superintendents, one with expertise in math and 
science, and one specializing in English language arts to 
support the districts. 

"We will be coming back to that and having 
future discussions about that position and how we will 
restructure - if we will restructure," said Hartley. 

Superintendent Dr. Doug White said all school 
committees - Rochester, Mattapoisett, Marion, and Old 
Rochester Regional - would have to adopt the same 
position type and description when the time comes, but 
beforehand, he added, the financial structure to change 
the one position into two will have to be explored. 

Frangos has been a part of the Old Rochester 
Schools Administration since 2010.

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Bird Box . Starring Sandra Bullock and John 
Malkovich. Directed by Susanne Bier. Running 
time: 124 minutes.

The news informs me that, having watched 
the new Netflix film Bird Box , people nationwide 
are taking the "Bird Box challenge." This involves 
wandering around wearing a blindfold, copying 
the characters in the film. Sadly, it does not involve 
aping the film's other following behaviors: carrying 
birds around, listening to upbeat Dionne Warwick 
oldies, or taking pity on refugees escaping from 
terrifying hazards. It would be nice if more of us 
took that last Bird Box challenge in the weeks to 
come. Anyway, if you don't expect it to make literal 
sense on a scene-by-scene basis. Bird Box is a fairly 
tense metaphorical thriller, though with a fatal 
structural flaw. 

Well, since you asked so nicely: When a 
narrative has fancy flashback architecture — if it 
goes back and forth between what we understand as 
"now" and what we're told was "five years ago" — 
it's very hard for any of the flashbacks to pack any 
suspense. We begin with our emotionally prickly 
artist heroine, Malorie (Sandra Bullock), preparing 
two children we assume are hers for a dangerous 
rowboat trip down a river. We then go back to five 
years earlier, when the apocalypse comes in the 
form of creatures who drive their victims suicidally 
insane if looked upon. Malorie, who is pregnant, 
makes her way through the chaos to a house holding 
several other survivors. Right off the bat, we figure 
Malorie had to survive whatever threatens her in 
the flashbacks we see, and we figure she lives to 
have at least one kid, too. But wait, one of her fellow 
survivors is also pregnant. So either Malorie ends 
up having twins, or this second pregnant woman 
is destined for the dirt and Malorie has to adopt her 
kid, and... 

Well, like I said, it's metaphorical. Bird 
Box was directed by Susanne Bier, who has made 
several acclaimed, even Oscar-nominated dramas 
in her native Denmark and elsewhere. If Netflix 
is to be believed. Bird Box has been watched 45 




million times, which, even if we buy only a third 
of that number, represents millions more eyes 
than have been on any of Bier's previous features. 
Bier isn't really interested in the monsters, or 
in survival either; she seems more intrigued by 
how people in extremis treat one another. To that 
end, we get a fair number of scenes dealing with 
the tension, or relative lack thereof, between the 
survivors in the flashbacks. This has the unfortunate 
effect of making the few characters all seem to be 
symbolizing something or other — John Malkovich's 
unhospitable character, for instance, reps callous 
paranoia — and there's a potentially distasteful 
element wherein the mentally ill, immune for some 
reason to the monsters' influence, become violent 
predators who want the unafflicted to look at the 
monsters and die. Then again, that may be part of a 
subtler point that we empathize with the mentally ill 
or suffer accordingly. 

Anyway, the film continues to flip back 
and forth, without many surprises. Since kids are 
involved, we have a hunch there's a limit to how 
dark the story can get, and we are correct. Bird Box 
has been around in a variety of forms for decades. 
The most we can do is look under the hood of this 
year's model, kick the tires, and see how it runs. 

The characters are basically delivery systems for the 
film's metaphors, and the actors can't access much 
beyond the basics — fear, love — in the moment. 

I most enjoyed the sequence dealing with the 
crisis finally arriving in America, which provides 
a cascading chill of mores and taboos exploding 
everywhere we look. But even here, we get Sarah 
Paulson as Bullock's acerbically pro-social sister 
— for all of five minutes. I would cheerfully have 
swapped a few of the gray, cold, repetitive rowboat 
scenes for a few more minutes with Paulson.

My dog's breath is pretty bad. Is there something 
I can feed him to make it smell better? 

Elevate your dogs' upper lip and look at his 
molars. They should be white and shiny. If they 
look brown near the gums you should schedule 
an appointment with you veterinarian to discuss 
a dental cleaning. Dirty teeth and the infected 
gums that usually come with them, often cause 
a foul odor, pain and the potential for tooth 
loss. Every time your dog chews he may cause a 
bacterial shower into his blood stream which can 
affect his heart valves, kidneys and other organs. 
Have the teeth cleaned and discuss ways to 
prevent dental disease in the future.
